DUBLIN BRIDGES PROBLEM. 
TO LHE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—It is well that the Dublin bridge 
question and its allied traffic problem are 
again discussed in the Press. Nothing but 
full discussion can clarify the ase If no 
competent authority is to be deputed to give 
it. careful consideration, the narrow view may 
prevail, and sterity may be put to much 
useless expenditure. 

The proposed rebuilding and bhonn. of 
the Butt Bridge is an excellent example of 
the narrow view. It is possible that the 
recent expenditure on the deepening of the 
Liffey in the neighbourhood of the Custom 
House (a short-sighted undertaking, contrary 
to the natural seaward movement of shipping 
initiated by the Alexandra Basin) has in- 
fluenced the promoters of the Butt Bridge 
scheme. Be this as it may, the net result of 
a wider Butt Bridge re-erected on the old 
site will be the gain of a few seconds in the 
actual crossing of the river, but will afford 
no relief to the traffic congestion, mainly 
centred in the College Green zone. This con- 
gestion is chiefly due to two causes—(a) slow- 
moving heavy traffic from the North Wall 
via Collage street, and (b) south-bound traffic 
from Westmoreland street to Dame street. 

A new bridge situated opposite the Custom 
House, or immediately to the east of it, with 
suitable roads joining Amiens street and 
Westland row, would do much to divert 
traffic (a), while with the completion of the 
proposed Liffey street to Dame street con- 
nection most of traffic (b) would automatically 
cease; the south-bound George a street trams 
to be looped via the new bridge, those going 
north to remain as at present. 

Some of our traffic problems seem to be 
due to antiquated methods as regards the 
tram system. The immediate vicinity of the 
Pillar is an excellent place for a tramway 
interchange station, providing adequate room 
for suitable shelters, ete.; but it is unsuit- 
able as a terminus. By instituting a system 
of one-way looping of tram routes the exist- 
ing difficulties in this region could re- 
moved. It is curious that, whereas in most 
cities the yr sonc has been deliberately 
adopted of dividing the streets more and 
more by statues, », @te., O'Connell

perience of other countries, we may usefully 
study the late Waterloo Bridge controversy 
as & parallel to our own problem of the Butt 


Bridge. The L.C.C. proposed to widen 
Waterloo Bridge owing to congestion on the 
bridge itself, and omitted to consider the 
result of their action on the already difficult 
crossing of the Strand. 

Fortunately, for London traffic, through an 
outcry in the Press, its demolition was post- 
poned, and the “ Bridges Commission” was 
set up. This Commission took the wide view, 
and recognised the salient fact that traffic 
congestion can only be successfully dealt with 
by providing _ sufficient non-converging 
channels, rather than by a piecemeal widen- 
ing of existing thoroughfares. 

‘raffic congestion may be compared to a 
buckle in sheet metal. The amateur will 
tinker at it with a hammer, driving the 
buckle here and there, but he cannot remove 
it. The expert removes it, not by drastic 
treatment in the region of the disease, but by 
operating on the surrounding material until 
the tension becomes ag far as possible uniform 
throughout. 

The problem should be viewed as a whole 
by a central authority (preferably in con- 
junction with a comprehensive town plan 
scheme, as Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen suggests). 
In the meantime, it hehoves us to see that 
no irretrievable step is taken, ‘unless posterity 
is to he handed on further unnecessary
